Colombia, Peru , Bolivia, Brazil, 
the Argentine repu blic and Uru gu ay are lik e­ 
wise at its mercy. This is not a danger which 
threatens Venezu ela alone; it threatens all 
America and is, pf^rhaps, more seriou s than 
the possession of the Panama 
canal

der nu gatory the efforts which throu gh the 
initiative of the United States government 
are now being 
made 
by the 
nations of

and control in the Orinoco of so formidable a 
naval power as is Great Britain

as 
“ T he 
Six Comp anies,” w hich comp rises all 
the w ealth y Chinese m erchan ts of th e 
coim try and wffiich, to g eth er w ith the 
Chinese consu lar officers, re g u la tes th e 
affairs of th e Chinese in this cou ntry, 
has issu ed a p roclam ation from head­ 
q u a rte rs in this city, forbidding Chin­ 
ese in th e U nited States to com p ly w ith 
jthe term s of th e G eary bill, req u irin g 
tthem^ to reg ister an d hav e them selv es 
identified by tw o w hite w itnesses and 
be p h otograp hed before Ap ril, 1893. 
T he p roclam ation 
states 
th a t the 
m em bers of the Six Comp anies, a fte r a 
carefu l inv estigation, hav e fou nd th a t 
the reg istratio n law is objectionable 
an d d etrim ental to th e ir interests. 
It 
continu es: 
“ Ou r cou ntrj^men m u st liv e in these 
U nited States w ith o u t being registered. 
Ou r cou ntrym en m u st not g et registered, 
and if one shou ld do so on his ow n ac­ 
co u n t he m u st n o t come to u s in case 
he gets into trou ble in this cou ntry. 
“ T he Six Comp anies w ill p ay no a t­ 
ten tio n to him if he does. 
W hen a m an 
does reg'ister he loses resp ectability in 
th e eyes of his cou ntrym en. 
T his ap ­ 
p lies to C hinam en liv ing in any p a rt of 
th e co u ntry and in sm all tow ns as well 
as large cities. 
If, by refu sing to re g is­ 
ter, a m an is im p risoned or p u nished, 
he can dep end on th e Six Comp anies ft>r 
relief.” 
T he p roclam ation states th a t Chinese 
w ill be requ ired to organize and su b­ 
scribe m oney for th e em p lo ym en t of 
legal aid and if necessary e n list the ser­ 
v ices of th e Chinese em bassadors to 
fight a g ain st th is alleged 
inju stice. 
T w o law yers hav e been engaged here 
by the Six Comp anies. 
E ach Chinese resid en t of th e U nited 
States is requ ired to p ay $1 to the Six 
Comp anies for the exp ense of a su it to 
te st th e legality of the reg istratio n law 
a n d th is m oney m u st be p aid before 
Chinese 
Sep teml>er. 
T he C hinam en 
w ho do n o t p ay will be p rev ented from 
re tu rn in g to his ow n co u n try w hen he 
ap p lies to the Six Comp anies for his 
p ass. 
T he p roclam ation conclu des by say- 
ing th a t th e U nited S tates does not 
tre a t the Chinese right, becau se it c o m ­ 
p els no o th er n a tio n to do su ch things, 
and no o th e r natio n in th e w orld tre a ts 
the Chinese as th e U nited S tates does. 
Collector Q u inn w as seen reg ard in g 
the action of the Six Comp anies, and 
said: 
“ T he Chinese hav e so far neglected 
to register, bu t I do n o t bidiev e they 
w-ill absolu tely refu se to do so. We had 
e ig h t m en who had ship p ed as mees 
boys on one of th e U nited States cru is­ 
ers come arou nd to regisU'r, an d a fte r 
exp laining th e m a tte r th ey w ent to get 
th e ir p ictu res taken. 
T hey hav e not 
retu rn e d yet, bu t we exp i'ct they will 
show u p in a day or two. 
“ It is too early to say w h a t we p ro­ 
p ose doing in th e m atter, bu t we w ill 
g e t u p a good te st case w hen th e tim e 
comes. 
T he law does not only stati^ 
th a t a fte r M ay 5, 1893. Chinese w itho u t 
reg istratio n certificates m u st V>e de­ 
p orted, bu t it also carries an e.xtra p en­ 
a lty of im p rison m ent for n ot ov er a 
year.

THE ESCAPE INSTINCT. 


Its Existence Xoted ICven in Domestlcfttcdl 
Animals. 
In a rev iew o f an interesting wo rk by 
Pro f. Weismann, o n “ Heredity in Man 
and Beast, 
in the Sunday Times o f 
July 3 1, it is remarked that the autho r 
believ es the escape instinct has been 
lo st in do mesticated animals by their 
lo ng do mesticatio n, 
the 
absence o f 
enemies during many generatio ns hav ­ 
ing had the effect o f ex tinguishing this 
natural fear o f the human race, and 
co nsequently they ev ince no desire to 
escape fro m the clo sest acquaintance 
with perso ns. 
My lo ng ex perience as a 
breeder o f all kinds o f farm sto ck, in­ 
cluding do gs and cats and o ther small 
animals, co nv inces me that this belief 
is no t fo unded 
o n 
fact, 
but that 
this natural fear 
is 
as activ e in 
y o ung 
do mestic 
animals 
as 
it 
is in wild 
animals, 
with the ex ­ 
ceptio n that in imitatio n o f the parents 
the fear so o n disappears. 
This is true 
o ^ the ho rse, mule, calf, lamb, turkey , 
chicken, do g, cat and rabbit, in' all o f 
which this natural desire to escape 
fro m a perso n is as stro ng fo r a few 
day s, and until acquaintance has elimi­ 
nated the natural fear, as the wild ani­ 
mals o f the same races. 
The hiding o f the y o ung animal by 
the dam is an ex ample o f this instinct­ 
iv e fear, ev en o n the part o f the parent, 
w’ho is ev idently lo th to ex po se her 
pro geny to risk. 
This is clearly in­ 
stinctiv e, fo r I hav e kno wn o ne o f the 
gentlest heifers, when she had a calf, 
to make a sudden attack upo n the per­ 
so n who had reared her and fed her, 
and ex hibit the mo st v io lent fero city 
when perso ns prev io usly entirely ac­ 
ceptable appro ached her. 
All kinds o f do mestic animals w ill 
co nceal their y o ung at birth, and the 
y o ung animals w ill flee w ith ev ident 
fear when the o wner co mes upo n their 
hiding 
place. 
And 
altho ugh 
this 
natural repugnance w ill so o n disappear, 
it is o nly thro ugh the intro ductio n, as 
it were, o f the parent, who at the same 
time anx io usly regards the o wner as 
the po ssible enemy , to the fo al o r calf. 
I hav e kno wn a 
two -day s-o ld calf, 
when its hiding place w’as disco v ered, 
to run fo ur miles in its effo rt to escape, 
and resist capture with all the energy 
o f a wild deer, and when it afterward 
escaped plunged into a po nd and swam 
sev eral hundred feet and go t away o n 
the o ther side. 
Pigs bo rn in the wo o ds beco me as 
wild and fero cio us the first generatio n 
as the true wild bo ar, and there are 
tho usands o f such pigs at large in the 
so uthern wo o ds that resemble in their 
dispo sitio n in ev ery respect the wild 
bo ars o f the Black fo rest o f Germany . 
The natural habit o f the mule to kick 
is an attribute o f this instinct. 
A 
y o ung mule w ill kick its o wner quite 
fiercely when it is first able to stand 
upo n its legs, and will hide behind the 
mare and ev en bite when it isapro ached 
to o clo sely . 
The lambs o f a flo ek at 
large o n a range are equally av erse to 
the shepherd, and w ill escape fro m 
clo se acquaintance untH use has helped 
to wear o ff the instinctiv e fear. 
The so le difficulty in rearing y o ung 
turkey s is this same instinctiv e dispo si­ 
tio n to escape and hide. 
Ev en in the 
y ard the y o ung bro o d w ill squat as 
clo sely as a wild bro o d o r a co v ey o f 
y o ung partridges o r quail. 
And if the 
o bserv er remains still they w ill creep 
away as stealthily thro ugh the gras* o r 
leav es and in a mo ment w ill disap­ 
pear as tho ugh the gro und had sw al­ 
lo wed them up. 
I hav e so me y o ung cats, the kittens 
o f a cat left at my ho me six y ears ago , 
but which, o n my return a few weeks 
ago , came up v o luntarily , and after a 
clo se 
reco nno issance 
reco gnized me 
and came up and rubbed against 
my legs and purred lo udly . 
She 
was so friendly that the nex t mo rn­ 
ing, 
o n my way 
to the 
train fo r 
the city , she tried to fo llo w me until 
o rdered to return. She remembered her 
o ld habit, w^hich was to acco mpany me 
to the turn o f the ro ad, and there wait 
until I was o ut o f sight. 
If do mestica­ 
tio n had the effect o f remo v ing the 
natural effo rt to escape, o ne wo uld 
think that this cat’s kittens wo uld be 
the tamest and least desiro us to av o id 
a perso n with who m the mo ther cat 
was 
friendly . 
But quite o therwise. 
These kittens are the wildest I hav e 
ev er kno wn, and no w, two mo nths o ld, 
they are as pro ne to escape in the 
thickest o f the .shrubbery as the wild 
rabbits w^hen they are appro ached to o 
clo sely . 
Ev en the y o ung chickens ev ince this 
same instinct, especially tho se o f the 
mo re 
activ e 
and 
least 
so ciable 
breeds, as the Legho rms and o ther 
flighty kinds. 
The hens co nceal their 
nests with all the instinctiv e adro it­ 
ness o f the wdld birds, the y o ung chick­ 
ens run away o r hide, and tho se fro m 
the hidden nests are by far the wildest. 
Why is all this thus if it is no t the 
instinct o f fear that still o v erco mes all 
the centuries o f do mesticatio n, and 
pro v es the fact that the escape instinct 
prev ails o v er the influence o f do mesti­ 
catio n, which is an educatio n slo wly 
gained and w hich has no t y et had time 
to beco me an inherited instinct? And 
this o pens the questio n, do do mestica­ 
tio n and educatio n ev er o v erco me in­ 
stinct, but is no t natural instinct al­ 
way s prev alent in an animal, appear­ 
ing at birth and o nly slo wdy o v erco me 
by training, in so me animals mo re slo w­ 
ly o r mo re easily than in o thers? —N. 
Y. 
Times.
